Substantial  progress  has  been  made  milita 
ing  the  past  year  in  Vietnam,  but  in  the  words 
Earle  G.  Wheeler,  “The  enemy  is  stubborn  and  hard 
days  are  still  ahead.” 

The  Chairman  of  the  Joint  Chiefs  of  Staff  gave  the 
assessment  following  his  eighth  visit  to  Southeast  Asia 
in  the  past  four  years. 

In  Gen.  Wheeler’s  opinion,  “The  enemy  has  lost  what- 
ever chance  he  may  have  had  for  military  victory  in 
South  Vietnam.” 

He  pointed  out  that  there  is  a unified  effort  in  Viet- 
nam— political,  economic,  and  psychological,  as  well  as 
military — and  the  ultimate  triumph  of  freedom  there  is 
contingent  upon  success  in  each  of  these  areas. 

“We  are  clearly  on  a forward  march,”  Gen.  Wheeler 
said,  noting,  “Our  allies  are  fighting  with  similar  de- 
termination and  valor.” 

He  explained  that  in  many  areas  “we  are  in  control 
of  the  night,”  and  once  there  is  complete  control,  the 
goal  of  establishing  security  in  Vietnam  will  be 
achieved. 

As  for  logistics,  Gen.  Wheeler  said:  “No  fighting 
force  in  military  history  has  been  supported  more  effec- 
tively than  our  men  in  Vietnam.”

DOD  Pay  Manual  Replaces 
Separate  Service  Regulations 


Referring  to  Operation  Cedar  Falls,  which  began 
Jan.  7,  Gen.  Wheeler  said:  “We  have  demonstrated  that 
we  can  penetrate  and  clear  out  the  once-inviolate,  ma- 
jor Viet  Cong  strongholds.” 

Involuntary  Retention  Ruled  Out 
For  Reserve  Officers  By  Sec.  Def. 

Secretary  of  Defense  Robert  S.  McNamara  has  an- 
nounced that  reserve  officers  may  no  longer  be  re- 
tained on  active  duty  without  their  consent.  However, 
they  will  be  required  to  complete  any  definite  term 
of  active  duty  they  have  expressly  agreed  to  serve  or 
which  they  are  obligated  to  serve. 

Reserve  officers  now  serving  on  active  duty  involun- 
tarily who  have  previously  requested  release  from  ac- 
tive duty  will  be  released  as  soon  as  possible,  but  under 
no  circumstances  will  they  be  retained  beyond  June 
30,  1967. 


A single  DOD  Military  Pay  and  Allowance  Manual 
that  can  be  easily  understood  by  pay  clerks  has  been 
published  to  replace  the  separate  service  regulations. 

The  one-manual  concept  was  called  for  in  December 
1965,  when  Robert  Anthony,  Assistant  Secretary  of 
Defense  (Comptroller)  advised  his  service  counterparts 
that  he  believed  the  manual  was  feasible  at  that  time. 

Drafting  and  maintenance  responsibility  was  assigned 
to  the  Air  Force  Accounting  and  Finance  Center,  Den- 
ver, Colo.,  under  supervision  of  DOD’s  Military  Pay 
and  Allowance  Committee. 

Committee  members  spent  hundreds  of  extra  hours 
reviewing  the  manual  before  it  was  approved  by  Mr. 
Anthony  and  Deputy  Secretary  of  Defense  Cyrus  R. 
Vance  on  Nov.  2,  1966. 

Officials  say  the  new  manual  will  reduce  costs  by 
eliminating  duplicate  research,  development,  review 
and  printing.  The  manual  will  also  help  in  cross  dis- 
bursing, simplify  manual  maintenance  and  ease  future 
standardization  of  military  pay  systems.

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DOD  Suggested  As  Manager 
Of  Air  Turbulence  Project 

The  National  Committee  for  Clear  Air  Turbulence 
(CAT)  has  recommended  the  Department  of  Defense 
be  executive  agent  for  a national  CAT  data  collection 
project. 

This  was  among  several  recommendations  by  the 
committee  “to  combat  the  little-understood  phenomenon, 
a serious  problem  to  civil  and  military  aviation.”  It 
was  noted  that  during  1963-65,  costs  for  military  air- 
craft lost  and  damaged  were  estimated  at  approxi- 
mately $30  million. 

Headed  by  Maj.  Gen.  Jack  Catton,  Director  of  Air 
Force  Aerospace  Programs,  the  committee  also  recom- 
mended that  primary  responsibility  for  different  areas 
of  the  national  program  be  assigned  to  DOD,  Depart- 
ment of  Commerce,  NASA  and  FAA.  Overall  coordi- 
nation would  be  with  the  Federal  Coordinator  for 
Meteorological  Services  and  Supporting  Research. 

DOD  would  be  primarily  responsible  for  measure- 
ments and  observations,  including  remote  detection. 

Further  recommendations  of  the  committee  included 
development  of  an  in-flight  advance  warning  detector 
that  “will  do  more  to  solve  the  CAT  operational  prob- 
lems than  any  other  single  thing,”  and  attached  nearly 
as  much  importance  to  development  of  a ground-based 
system. 

The  committee  was  formed  at  the  request  of  Dr. 
Harold  Brown  when  he  was  director  of  DOD  Research 
and  Engineering,  prior  to  becoming  Secretary  of  the 
Air  Force. 

Ship  With  Automated  Propulsion  Plant 
Expected  to  Join  U.S.  Fleet  in  1968 

Navy  has  announced  that  the  first  of  eight  auxiliary 
ships  to  have  automated  propulsion  plants  is  expected 
to  join  the  fleet  in  April  1968. 

Five  attack  cargo  and  three  combat  store  ships  are 
being  constructed.  The  last  of  these  is  expected  to  be 
delivered  in  September  1969. 

Officials  say  the  plant  automation  will  reduce  ship 
manning  and  improve  operational  reliability.  The 
conning  officer  will  have  direct  control  of  the  main 
engines  from  the  bridge. 

A central  engine  room  console  will  automatically 
monitor  and  control  all  engineering  functions.  This 
will  reduce  machinery  space  requirements  from  12  to 
three  men  per  watch. 

The  engineer  at  the  console  can  determine  the  status 
of  the  plant  at  all  times  and  take  immediate  action 
at  the  first  indication  of  trouble.  Mechanical  controls 
will  be  provided  so  that  the  machinery  plant  can  be 
controlled  locally,  if  necessary.

Army  Will  Revise  Civilian 
Career  Management  System 

Major  Army  commanders  will  have  a more  active 
leadership  role  in  civilian  employee  career  manage- 
ment under  plans  approved  by  Army  Under-Secretary 
David  E.  McGiffert. 

Certain  civilian  employees  will  be  placed  into  a spe- 
cial career  group  under  the  plan. 

Revision  of  Army’s  Civilian  Career  Management 
System  will  involve  new  concepts  to  improve  operating 
procedures  and  a new  policy  framework  to  help  refine 
career  management  fundamentals  now  in  use. 

Among  the  changes  will  be  a major  command  re- 
quirement to  assure  active  recruitment  and  assignment 
of  junior-level  employees;  to  afford  opportunities  for 
advancement,  training  and  development;  and  to  assure 
regular  appraisal  and  career  counseling. 

The  revised  system  also  calls  for  setting  up  Career 
Screening  Panels  to  develop  promotion  and  placement 
lists  and  to  identify  Career  Executive  Group  members 
in  each  key  occupational  field. 

CEG  members  will  be  characterized  by  high  com- 
petence and  high  degree  of  mobility.  They  will  get 
special  consideration  in  terms  of  challenging  assign- 
ments, training  opportunities  and  continuing  tenure. 

Added  responsibilities  are  also  slated  for  Functional 
Chiefs,  including  the  forecasting  of  long-range  man- 
power requirements.  A Career  Planning  Board  will  be 
set  up  to  advise  the  Functional  Chief  on  career  man- 
agement policy.

Gen.  H.  M.  Smith,  USMC  (Ret.) 
WWII  FMF-Pac  CG,  Dies 

Retired  Marine  General  Holland  M. 
(Howling  Mad)  Smith,  84,  was  buried 
Jan.  14  in  San  Diego. 

The  41-year  veteran  commanded 
Fleet  Marine  Force,  Pacific,  during 
the  Corps’  island-hopping  victories 
across  the  South  Pacific  in  World 
War  II. 

He  was  in  command  of  Task  Force 
56  during  the  assault  and  capture  of 
Iwo  Jima. 

Gen.  Smith  was  credited  with  much 
of  the  early  development  of  ship-to- 
shore  amphibious  assault  and  has 
been  referred  to  by  many  as  the 
father  of  modern  amphibious  war- 
fare. 

He  died  Jan.  12  in  the  U.S.  Naval 
Hospital,  San  Diego,  after  he  was 
stricken  by  a heart  attack  while  at- 
tending commissioning  ceremonies  for 
Marine  Corps  ROTC  candidates  at 
the  Marine  Military  Academy  in  Har- 
lingen, Tex.,  in  mid-November. 

Burial  was  at  Ft.  Rosecrans  Na- 
tional Cemetery. 
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AF  Surgeon  General  Gives 
Air  Evacuation  Statistics 

Lt.  Gen.  Richard  L.  Bohannon,  Air 
Force  Surgeon  General,  said  the  medi- 
cal rescue  teamwork  of  the  Army, 
Navy  and  Air  Force  in  Vietnam  is  a 
“very  efficient”  operation. 

After  a first-hand  look  in  Vietnam 
and  other  Southeast  Asia  bases,  the 
general  revealed  that  last  year  16,895 
patients,  5,940  of  them  battle  casual- 
ties, were  returned  to  the  U.  S.  from 
the  Pacific  area  by  aeromedical  evacu- 
ation aircraft  of  Military  Airlift  Com- 
mand. The  flights  were  in  C-141  jet 
aircraft,  landing  at  Andrews  AFB, 
Md.,  and  Travis  AFB,  Calif. 

He  noted:  “A  larger  percentage  of 
wounded  personnel  is  surviving  than 
in  any  previous  conflict.”  Comparing 
the  Vietnam  wounded  death  rate  with 
previous  wars,  Gen.  Bohannon  said, 
“during  world  War  II,  the  death  rate 
of  wounded  servicemen  airlifted  to 
aid  stations  was  4.5  per  100.  During 
the  Korean  Conflict,  it  fell  to  2 per 
100.  Today,  the  died  of  wounds  rate 
is  about  1.5  percent.” 

NATO  Naval  Units  Hold 
Exercise  Match  Maker 

Two  firsts  were  recorded  when 
NATO  opened  its  third  annual  Match 
Maker  exercise  Jan.  19. 

A Netherlands  naval  officer,  Capt. 
Frans  Visee,  has  for  the  first  time 
command  of  the  squadron  of  Ameri- 
can, British,  Canadian  and  Dutch 
ships,  while  two  additional  countries 
— Germany  and  Norway — have  sent 
officers  for  duty  with  the  squadron 
staff. 

This  year’s  Match  Maker  exercise 
is  sponsored  by  U.S.  Navy  Admiral 
Thomas  H.  Moorer,  NATO’s  Supreme 
Allied  Commander  Atlantic,  and  is 
planned  and  conducted  by  Royal  Navy 
Admiral  Sir  John  Fretven,  KCB, 
Commander-in-Chief  Eastern  Atlan- 
tic area. 

Match  Maker  III  is  designed  to 
gain  experience  in  maritime  tech- 
niques, including  support  and  main- 
tenance. 
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
